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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 7-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kraus et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,266,684). 

Regarding claims 1 and 8, Kraus discloses a method of reconstructing visual stimuli 
observable through a browser-based interface, comprising calculating a two-dimensional 
boundary of a parent window based on its previously recorded two-dimensional size [the creator 
of a muhi-frame webpage view through web-browser; see col. 2, lines 4-30]; creating a container 
of the two-dimensional size [see col. 4, lines 31-67 and figure 1]; enumerating through 
previously recorded graphical images; and writing the images to the container [the program 
allow the creator of the muhi-frame webpage to insert the content of existing web source; see 
col 5, lines 1-61]. 

Regarding claim 2, Kraus discloses wherein the enumerating enxmierates a child window 
(see abstract). 

Regarding claim 3, Kraus discloses comprising arranging the images based on the 
previously recorded two-dimensional size (see figures 2-4). 
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Regarding claim 4, Kraus discloses comprising arranging the images based on the 
previously location of the images (see figures 2-4). 

Regarding claim 7, Kraus discloses retrieving a graphical image of a child web page; 
writing a content of the child web page to the container; and arranging the child web page with 
the container to create a modified container (see col. 4, lines 4-25). 

Regarding claim 9, Kraus discloses wherein the adjusting arranges the image based on a 
two-dimensional position at which it was originally recorded (see col. 4, lines 31-42). 

Regarding claim 10, Kraus discloses comprising retrieving a child webpage having a 
native size and. native aspect ratio (see col 5, lines 20-53). 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 12, Kraus discloses the adjusting adjust two-dimensional 
arrangement of the image of the image by moving the image horizontally and vertically (see col. 
6, lines 23-56 and figures 9-1 1). 

Regarding claim 13 and 14, Kraus discloses wherein masking colorize areas of the image 
left void by a placement of any child webpages. (see col. 8, lines 21-55). 

As claims 19-22 are analyzed as previously discussed with respected to claims 1-14 

above.
